Having evert 
as now, regarded the commission I hold from 
you as bubject to your recall, aud desiring to 
relieve you of any possible embarrassment, I 
herewith tender you my resignation of the ef- 
flee or Commissioner of the General Land Of 
flee, and ask its early acceptance. And in thus 
severing my connection with your ndmtnibtra 
tion, I bo# to assure you of my earnest wish 
that the sumo wisdom, Qrviness and integrity 
which has thus fur marked your administra- 
tion may continue to enhance you in the e* 
timatlon of your countrymen.

DOWN 622 FEET. 


The Stare Brothers have Sunk 94600 


in the Gas Hole. 


This morning a BEPITBUOAS reporter 


had it chat with George Stare, who with 
his brother John, some months ago, be 
gan the enterprise of searching for natu- 
ral gas on Ufeir lot east of Shellabarger 
& Co.'s mill. The work has been aban- 
doned temporarily, and it is not certain 
that operations will be resumed before 
nest spring. Mr. Stare says the hole is 
now 622 feet deep, that one of the drills 
is broken off at the bottom where it came 
in contact with a stone, causing the iron 
casing to spread and twist in a manner 
which prevents further operations until 
the drill is taken out, the stone obstruc- 
tion removed and the pipe straightened. 
The operatives were selected as among 
the most skillful that could be found in 
Ohio, and it was believed that they un- 
derstood their business. They brought 
thoir machinery here and set it up. But 
Mr. Stare snys they struck bad luck 
from the start. He thinks the operatives 
indulged too freely in the use of liquor; 
that he believes in a measure rendered 
them unfit to be as watchful as they 
should have been. 
/Thus far the Stare Brothers have ex- 
pended $4,500 in the undertaking. They 
huve nothing to show for the outlay, ei- 
cept about $3,300 worth of iron casing 
part ot which is sunk in the hole and the 
machinery which might be sold for $500, 
but which they will hold until Johnson 
& Co. comply with the contract. The 
operatives imve been paid about $500, 
though under the contract they should 
not have been paid a dollar until the 
search was completed. It is expected 
that the operatives, who went to Ohio 
last week, will return within n few days 
with a special apparatus to fish out the 
drill and straighten the pipe, but the 
Stare Brothers ars not very hopeful.j 
They now believe the operatives have 
abandoned the job, but the projectors of 
tho search hope to be able to go ahead 
with the enterprise next spring with new 
operatives in charge. 
However, the 


Stare Brothers have expended about all 
the money they intended to put into the 
Uole, and if the enterprise goes on out- 
side capital will be used. They firmly 
believe that natural gas or oil in paying 
quantity will be found at a depth of 1200 
to 1500 feet, and think that with the aid 
of $5,000 additional, either gas or oil will 
be struck. They are willing to pay in- 
;erest for the use of the money, if there 
ore parties who have it to loan and do 
not cnra to take the risk with thorn.

Last week was a 
very quiet one in Chicago. I was not at the 
hanging, but I witnessed thegieat funeral pro- 
cession of the Anarchists yesterday.

DEADWOOD, Dak., Sept 5, 1876.—
